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An Account of the Sufferings of 
the French Proteſtants , 
I/aves on board the French 


King's Galleys, &C. 


. 


I T is not out of any vanity that 1 have been induced to 


publiſh the following account of my ſufferings, while [ 
have remained on board the French Kings Galleys, 


or in the Dungeons of Marleilles ; but the Lord out of his 
infinite mercy having ſgved me out my diſtreſſes, brought 
me out of darkneſs, .atd broken my Fetters, ſome pious 
perſons have thonghtiI ſhould be ungratefil, did I not praiſe 
the Lord for his goodneſs, and publiſh his wonderful works 


to the children of men. 
I left the Kingdom of France upon account of my 


Religion in the year 1679, being then aged about 18 
vears of age,aud went to St Domingo, and from thence 
ro New York, where I marry'd ſome time after, and as 
I had been bred to Sea ; ſome friends of mine fitted out 
2 ſmall Ship of about 8o Tuns, which they truſted to 
my care and command , having been made a Free De- 
mzen of England by his preſent Majeſty in the firſt 
year of his Reign: 
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I failed from New York on the 15th of Auguſt 1692, 
bound for Jamaica, and was taken orf the 29th by a 
Privateer from St Malo, who was returning home from 
St Domingo. T continued two months on board his 


Ship, after which I was put in Priſon with other Sea- 


men and Priſoners at War. The Judge of the Admi- 
ralty. being informed that T1 was a French Proteſtant, 


g1vec notice thereof to the King's Attorney, who hav- 
ing'acquainted Moaſieur de Pontchartrain with 1t, re- 
ceived order to perlwade me to cnange my Religion ; 
or in caſe I provd obſtinate, to condemn ime to the 
Gallcys. This order was fignifyd-unto me, but God 
was pleaſed to afhiſt me in ſuch a manner, that I was 
not terrifzed in the leaſt, and did not heſitate at all, to 
anſwer that I could not comply with tl:cir defire, fee- 
ing it was againſt my Conſcience. Their lollicitations 
proving vain, I was brought before the Court to be 
examined, and-.asked, why I was not returned into 
the Kingdom, when the King had by a Proclamation 
recalled all his Subje&s, who were 1n foreign Coun- 
tries ? I anſwered, that it was becauſe the Golpel com- 
manded me, when I was perſecuted in one Kingdom, 
to fly into another Country. The Judge, being likely 
a ſtranger to Scripture maxims and expreſſions, told me 
that I blaſphemed ; - but having deſired him to tell me 
wherein, he would not, and repeated the ſame ' word. 
[ replyed, that this was an expreſhon of the Son of 
God contained in the Goſpel ; whereupon he inclined 
his head, looking upon the Greffer: or Clerk of the 
Court, repeating once mere that 1 bla{phermed. + He ex- 
amined me alſo upon ſeveral other articles. foreign to 
my purpoſe, and ſent the Iafarmations he had taken to 


Court. 
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I remained four months in the Priſons of St, Malo, 
where I] had many temptations to overcome, as threats 
and promiſes, but by the grace of God I was proof 
againſt all their artifices. The order of the Court be- 
ing arrived,my Sentence was pronouncd,and I was ſent 
to Rennes, to appear betore the Parliament of Britany. 
I was put on Horſcback, bound hand and foot, bur 
the ſhaking of the Horſe cauting my Arms to {well, the 
Manaclcs prov'd-then too Jittle, and I tele then a moſt 
exquiſite pain. An Advocate of the Parliament, who 
travelled the ſame Road, pitying my condition, defired 
thoſe who were appointed to conduct me to take oft 
the Manacles , but had much ado to perſwade them to 
it, I was then conliderably catcd, bur it was nnpoſhþl- 
-ble for me to hold a Pen to write in a ftortnights 
time. 
Some days after my arrival at Rennes I appearcd bc- 


fore the great Chamber, and was commanded to hold 
up my hand, and ſwear to anſwer truly and diredly to 


the Interrogatories which ſhould be made .unto me. 
They asked me firſt my Name and Profeftion, and then 

why I had ſettled my ſclf in a foreign Country, con- 
trary to. the Kings orders. I own I was then ſtruck 

with ſuch a terror that I could hardly ſpeak, but they 

bid me to be aflur'd, and to anſwer the queſtions that 

were put to me. This having revived me, I told them, - 
I had left my Native Country, becauſe Jeſw Chriſt the 

King of Kings, commanded me to*fly from that Country, 

. where 1 could not enjoy the Liberty of Conſcience, and retire 

znto another. | 

The firſt Preſident told me, that Perſecution was a 


great evil ; but added, that I was not to be ignorant 
| [that . 
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that St Paul commands to obey Kings not qnly'in tem” 
poral things, but likewiſe tor Conſcience. I replyed, 
chat likely St Pax! did not underſtand that paſſage in 
rhe ſenſe of his Lordſhip ; for if he did ſo, My Lord, 
{21d 1 to the Preſident, Why d4i4 hz not obey Nero ? 

He asked me afterwards whether I had fired upon 
the Kings Subjects, but underſtanding that my Ship had no 
Guns,nor any other offenſive Arms, he asked me whether 
[ would have fired upon them if I had been in a capacity 
odoit? I replyed, that it was natural for a man to 
Jetend hisEſtate and Goods ; whereupon he interrupted 
me, in theſe words, 2t zs a great misfortune fer you to be 
born in that Religion, and that the Holy Ghoſt has not 
enliohtened you, withdraw. | was remanded to the Priſon, 
214 evo hours after the Attorney General came to tell” 
112, that it I would change my Religion I ſhould have 
my Pardon, and that they would help me to a good 
employment at Breſs. I gxve him the ſame anſwer I. 
had given to the Kings Attorney at Sc Mzlo, viz. thatT 
was ready to loſe my hfe , rather than renounce my 
Religion , whereupon he went away , commanding 
'to put me to the Chain with ſome other Galley- 
Slaves. 44 
It was on thegd.of Apr//, 1693+ that I was ty'd to 
the great Chain with 59 other Slaves, which were con- 
demnd to that dreadtnl Puniſhment, iome for deſcr- 
tion, others for deiraud!ng the King's Duties upon Salt, 
and others t6r horrid Crimes, as Robbery, Murther, 
and 4 tor Rapes. It rained almoſt all that month, fo 
that * we could. hardly Trav:l 5 Leagues a day, and 
when we arrived -at night in any V4ilj»ge or Town to 
lye, they put ns as fo many Beaſts, in Scables, where, tho 
mos | always . 
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always wet and dirty, we often wanted Straw to lie 
upon. We had three pence half-pcnny a day for our 
nouriſhment, but it often happened that we could find 
no Bread for our Money in thoſe Villages where we 
were obliged to lie upon the Road. When they put 
us in theſe Stables, they faſtned both ends of the Chain 
to the Walls, fo that we had only the liberty to lye 
down, but not to (tir at all. 

That hard fatigue and the coldnets of the Water 
threw me into a Bloody Flux, and bging unable to 
walk, I gave torty Livres to our Captain to obtain the 
liberty to be carried in a Cart : Happy to have tound 
a man, whote Cruelty could be melted with Money |! 

As we went through all the Capital Cities of the 
Provinces that lye between Breſt and Marſeilles, our 
number . encreaſed apace, for we took above 60 other 
Slaves at Saummr and Angers, condemned for various 
crimes. We recruited allo at Tours, Bonrges and Lyons, 
inſomuch that we were upward of 150 men when we 
arrived. Tt is indeed a horrid Spectacle tw lee fuch a 
number of men faſtned to a Chain, and cxpoſed to fo 
many miſcrics, that Death is not ſo hard by halt as this 
puniſhment. 

We arrived at Marſeilles on the 1oth of May, and 
bout the ſame time arrived alſo 8co other Slavcs trom 
ſeveral parts of that Kingdom. We were divided into 
40 Lots, _ and 1 and ſeveral othcrs were cnt on board 
the Magnanimons, commanded by Monticur .de Soſa. 
There were on board that Callcy fix perſons upon ac- 
count of thcir Religion, and 11mong[t thcm there were 
three very timorous and fearful, who' ſometimes had 

the weakneſs to comply in ſome manner with wo 
[Sy . Taters 
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laters of the Myſtical Babylon. God was pleaſed to 
ſend me thither to encourage them, and my example 
and exhortations wrought ſuch an impreſſion - upon 
them, that they reſolved to glorifie the name of their 
Sxviour opcnly, and without any diſguiſe. One of 
them told the firſt Lieutenant of the Galley, with a 
Chriſtian courage and refojution, that he had indeed 
been ſo unhappy as to faint under the weight of the 
Perſecution, but that he begged Gods Pardon for that 
Crime, and that he abhorred the Idolatry of the Church 
of Rome. They toll him in my hearing, that they 
ſhould make him expirc under beating, bur he an{wer- 
ed, that by the grace of God he was ready to dye. 
This was cnough to kindle the tury ot the Captain of 
the Galley againſt mc, who complained, that fince I 
was arrived, that man had dz{continued to do hs drty, 
tO ute his own phraſe, for fo they ſpeak of ſuch who 
have the weakneſs to go to Maſs, &c. This incenſed 
them ſo much againſt me, that they reſolved. to treat 
me with a greater ſcverity than the reſt of the Slaves, 
and loaded me with two Chains, whereas the others 
fad but one. 

There happened ſome time after another thing , 
which conſiderably cncreaſed: their rage. A Roman 
Catholick Slave on board the Warlike, tor having de- 
ferted the Kings ſervice, obſcrving that the Officers 
uſed more ſeverity ou Mr Carrzeres than any others, 
and underſtanding he was there only for refuſing to 
change his Religion, . had the curioficy to know from 
him what was the Religion -he maintain<d with fo 
much conſtancy and magnanimity. That taithtul Con- 


fefſor explain'd to him the Principles thereof, and gave 
him 


him a New Teſtament tranſlated by Father Amelutc. 
I was informed thereof, and writ to him ſome Letters 
to encourage him to go on with the examination of 
our Religion; to which he applied himſelf with ſo 
much ſincerity, that upon Eaſter-day next following he 


refuſed to worſhip the Hoſt ; and had the courage to de- 
Clare to his Captain, that he would never own himſelt 


any more a Roman Catholick. They loaded him with 
two Chains, and uſed him with a moſt barbarous feve- 
rity. They ſearched immediately his Pockets, and ha- 
ving found therein fome of my Letters, my Perſecutors 
wcre enrag'd againſt me, and made me \uthciently fear 
the effects of their Fury. , Their barbarous uſage did 
not fright our new Proſetyte into any compliance ; for 
God has ſo (trenagthen'd him, that tor thele five years 
ſince he has been, and 15 (till, a moft Glorious Conteſlor 


ot his name. | 
When my Enemics ſaw that their Chains and other 


Hardſhips wrought no impreſſion upon me, they writ 


to Court that I ſpoke Ergliþh, and was perpetually a 
writing. This reaſon was (ufhcient tor 'em to obtain an 


order to transfer me from the Galleys into the Reaſons 
of the Cittadel of Marſeilles ; but before I ſpeak of the 
cruelties they exerciſed upon me, I think it may not 
be improper to give a ſhort account of the hardſhips the 
Slaves are expos 4 to. 

They are 5 upon every form, fetterd with a heavy 
Chain , which 1s about ten or twelve toot long hey 
ſhave their heads from time to time, as a f1gn of their 
Slavery, and they are not allow'd to wear any Hats or 
Perriwigs, but the King allows them every year a Cap, 


with two Shirts, two pair of Drawers of the courſe ſt 
Lin- 
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Linnen, a ſort of upper Coat of a reddiſh Stuff, and a 
Capor; but it is to be obſcrved, that they have of 
late but one Coat and Capot cvery two years, and two 
pair of Stockings every year. They have only Beans, 
and nothing clle for their tood, with about 14 ounces' 


of conrſe Bread a day, and nc'er a drop of Wine whilſt 
they are in Port. They are devourd in Winter by 


Lice, and in Summer by Bugs and Flees, and forced to 
lye one upcn another as Hogs in a Stie. I thall not 
take notice in this place of the barbarity they are uſed 
with by the Oftcers of the Galleys, which is beyond 
1magination- The Proteſtants are obnoxious to all theſe 
miſcrics, and a great many others befides. They are 
not allowed to receive any money from their" Friends 
and Relations, unleſs it be very privately ; they are e- 
very day threatned and tormented byPrieſts and Fryers, 
who, being unable to convince them by reaſons, think 
that ſeverity alone can do jt. To this I muſt add the 
trouble and vexation aChriltian Soul is afflicted with,to 
live with wicked and deſperate fellows, who never 
uſe the tremendous name of God, but for curling and 
way ng. 
Fc 3d of May in the ycar 1694, orders came” 
Sc Court to transfer me into the Priſon of the Citta- 
del, and I was put into the ſame Dungeon. wherein 
Monficur Laubonniere, one of our moſt 1]uſirious Con- 
tellgrs dyed ſeven months b&fore. 1 was forced to 
lyc Þ" the Stones, for I could not obtain tor a year 
together any Bed, nor cven Stravw to Iye upon. There 
was a ſtrict order to ſuffer no body to ſpeak to me, nor 
me to write to any body, and the Aid Major catne e- 
very night to ſearch my Pockets, when he had taken 
his 
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his round. Tho my condition was 5s miſerable as 
potlible, no body took pity on me, and the Vieuals 
they gave me was hardly ſufficient to keep me alive. 
In the mean time God, out of his infinite Love afforded 
me . ſuch comforts, that I little regarded the 
miſeries I was reduced to. I remain'd there abour 
a year without ſeeing any body ; but 'about that time 
the Director of Conſcience of the then Governour came 
to ſee me, as they were bringing me my Dinner. -He 
had hardly look'd upon me, but he cry'd out, Lord, in 
what condition are you, Sir ! I reply'd, Sir, don't pity 
ee, for could you but ſee the ſecret pleaſures . my heart ex- + 
periences, you would think me too *4bappy. He told me, 
that the greateſt ſufferings did not entitle a man to the 
Glory of Martyrdom, unleſs he was ſo happy as to 
ſuffer for Truth and Juſtice; which I granted him, but 
told-him withal,. that the Holy Ghoſt had ſealed that 
truth in my heart, and that very thought was my com- 
fort 1n all my affiiftions. That Prieſt taking his leave | 
of me , he wiſhed that God wonld multiply his Grace 
on me; and ſent me a Straw-bed to lie upon. IT con- 
tinued 22 months in that Priſon, without changing 
any Cloaths, my Beard being as long as the hair of my 
head, and my face as pale as Plaſter. There was jult 
under me a -generous Conteſlor, whom they had to 
much tormented, that they had turned his Brains, but 
having ſome good intervals, had always reaſon enough | 
ro-refuſe ro comply with their deftres; he asked me one 
morning witlr a loud voice, how I did ? This was 1m- 
mediately reported *to the Governours, whereupon 1 
was immediately removed into another Priſon, where 


I continued very little, becauſe of my ſinging of Plains, | 
tho 
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thol (ung with a very low voice, that I might diſturb 
no body. I was put on the 2oth of May 1696. in a jub- 
terraneons Hole, wherein I remained till the 1f{t of July 
next following, that I was ſent, together with the di- 
ſtrated perſon I have named, by expreſs order from the 
Court to the Caſtle of If, about five miles from Mar- 
ſeilles, in the mouth of the Harbour. They had 
likewiſe five weeks before ſent thither five other per- 
{ons, from- the ſame Cittadel., We were all at firſt in 
different Priſons, but - as five Centinels were re- 
quired to keep us, they obtained leave from the Court 
to put us together in a ſecure place, fo that on the 20th 
of Auguſt I and the. poor Gentleman I have ſpoken 
of, were put in a Hole, and the other three in another. 
The place was fo diſpoſed , that we were obliged to 
godown a Ladder into a. dry Ditch, and then go up 
by the'ſame Ladder into an old Tower through a Can- 


non hole-* The Vault or Arch wherein we were: put 
was as dark, asif there had been no manner of light 


in Heaven, ſtinking, and ſo miſerable dirty, that I 
verily believe, there 1s not a more diſmal place in the 
world. We might have received ſome Money to help 
us in this great diſtreſs, but they would not ſuffer it, © 
' fo that all our ſenſes were attacked at once ; ſight by ; 
darkneſs, taſte by hunger, ſmell by the ſtench of the 
a feeling by Lice and other vermin, and hearing | 

y the horrid blaſphemics and curſing, which the Sol- : 
diers, who were obliged to bring us ſome Viftuals, vo- 
' mited againſt God and our Holy Religion. The Miſ- 
fionaries, who flattered themſelves that we could not 
refiſt much longer, were almoſt enraged, when they 


ſaw our firm reſolution to dye in the-profefiion of our 
F Re- 
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Religion, and therefore began to talk of nothing elſe 
but of the Judgments of God ; and thereupon I could 


not forbear one day to tell them, that the Judgments 
of God were upon them, for he ſuffered them to fill 


the meaſures of their Crimes, in inſulting over us in 
our nuiſeries, but that God was juſt, and would not fail 
to avenge us, and puniſh them according to their de- 
merits. 

Having continued 6 . months in that Pit, my fellow 
{ſufferer happening to dye, I was removed into the ©0- 
ther with the other 3 Confeflors. As that poor min 
was in his agony,he heard ſome of the Soldiers ſay,that 
it was ygeceflary to ſend for the Chaplain, bat he made 
a ſign with his hand, to teſtify his averſion to it, and 
ſo gave up the Ghoſt unto the Lord. 

 Wecontinued all four in the other Pit for fome time, 
without ſeeing any light at all, but at laſt they gave 
us leave to have a Lamp while we eat onr Victuals. 
The placezbeing very damp, our Cloaths were rotten 
by this time ; but God was pleaſed to have mercy upon 
me, miſerable ſinner, and of another of my fellow ſuf- 
ferers ; for on the 3d of July the Lord broke our Fet- 
ters, the Right Honourable the Earl of Portland, then 
Extraordinary Ambaſſador to the Court of France, ha- 
ving reclaimed us in his Mafeſtys name- We letrt two 
of our Companions in that dreadful Pit, and about 
370 others on board the Galleys, where they glority 
the name of God with an unparallell'd Courage and 


Conſtancy:- 
This 1s the 


ſhort, but ſincere account of my ſufferings, 


which I have written at the requeſt of ſeveral eminent 


rſons, as 4 means to comfort and rejoyce in the Lord 


-"ſ Faithful Servants of Jeſus Chriſt, and roo! 
the

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the Emiſſlarics of Satan, who would fain make the 
world believe that there is no perſecution in France. 
And now, Bleſs the Lord O my ſoul, and all that is 
within me bleſs his only name, and forget not his benefits. 
1 love the Lord becauſe he hath heard my voice ana my ſup- 
plications.13ccauſe he hath inclined his ear unto me, therefore 
will I call upon him as long as I live. The ſorrows of Death 
Compaſſed ne, and the pains of hell got hold ujon me : 
[ found trouble and ſorrow. Then called I upon the name 
of the Lord ; O Lord, I beſeech thee, deliver my ſoul. 
Gracious is the Lord, and righteous ; yea, our God is mer- 
ciful. The Lord preſerveth the ſimple, I was brought low, 
and he helped me. Return unto thy reſt, O my ſoul, for 
the Lord hath dealt bountifully with thee. For thou haſt 
/lelivered my ſoul from Death, mine eyes from tears, and 
13 feet from falling. I will walk before the Lord, in the 
land of the living. T believed, therefore have I ſpoken: 
1 was greatly afflicted.” I ſaid in my haſte, AlI men are 
tiars. What ſhall T render unto the Lord, for all his be- 
refits towards me ? 1 will take the Cup of Salvation, and 
call upon the name of the Lord. I will pay my vows unto 
the Lord, now in the preſence of all his people. Precious

truly I am thy ſervant, I am thy ſervant, and the ſon of 
thy handmaid : thou haſt looſed my bonds. [ will offer to 
thee the ſacrifice of thankſgiving, and will call upon the 
YVA71C of the Lord, Iwill pay my vows unto the Lord, 
mew in the preſence of all his people.
